Law, and the Efta- 
blifhed Church of this Nation, and there-~ 
in contemning the Eftablifh’d Order off 
this Church and Laws of the Nation, 
particularly the A& of Parliament, June 
28 1695 Intituled, Ag againft irregue 
lar Baptifis aad Marriages. And farther 
for his Employing to Preach with him 
or for him fome pretended Preachers who 
had no Authority from or within this 
Church, pretending only a Licence from 
fome of the Exauthorat Bifhops fince they 
were Exauthorat. And pray not for her Ma- 
jefty nor own her Government as by Law 
requir’d. As alfo for bis Scandalous hauat- 
ing of Taverns and Ale-houfes, as is al- 
ledged, after ten of the Clock as Night, 
or other times of the Day, not belg on 
Travel, nor for Refrefhment.. Which be- 
ing Punifhable in any of the Lieges con- 
form to the Ads of Parliament made 
theranent, is much more Contiderable 
and very Scandalous in any who pretend 
to be Minifters of the Gofpel, With Cer- 
tification, &c.
